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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 

non-statutory subject matter. Claim 22 merely claims software per se absent any 

limitation that the software is resident on a computer readable medium which is required 

in order that the claim be directed to a statutory structure. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15 - 16, 18 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Urbano et al (US5976088) alone or further in view of Chandler et al 

(US5935069). The former teaches in and of itself that interframe correlation coefficient 

or mean correlation coefficient calculated as a quantitative value indicative of motion 

within the diagnostic echocardiographic region may serve as an ECG trigger surrogate 

for controlling frame rate for image capture and display, see for example col. 15 line 65 

- col. 16 line 49. Since Urbano et al elsewhere indicate that the ECG may be used with 
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normative data or in and of itself to predict systole or diastole in order to govern frame 
rate capture and display, it would have been inherently obvious to use the quantitative 
ECG surrogate value as a similar predictive trigger. 

In the alternative, it would have been obvious in view of Chandler et al to use a 
trigger value to predict physiologic salients of the heart cycle in order to preconfigure for 
data capture. Otherwise end-systolic and diastolic time periods are well-known as 
temporal locations of minimum and maximumcardiac fill volumes.
